Men caught the lesson instantly. They 
gave their love to Christ. They began, as 
God told Jeremias they would, “to return to 
Him with their whole heart.” But in loving 
Christ the Christians of those early days did 
not yet make their love strong and concen- 
trated by focusing it on the symbol of Christ’s 
own love, His Sacred Heart. 


Eleven hundred years went by before, 
in the cool shadows of Benedictine and Cis- 
tercian monasteries, the silent, thoughtful 
nuns and monks came upon the Heart of 
Jesus as they explored in meditation the 
message of His Sacred Wounds.

Devorion to the Sacred Heart is a “true synthesis of 
the whole Christian religion,” His Holiness Pope Pius XII says 
in an encyclical letter marking the 100th anniversary of the 
extension of the feast of the Sacred Heart tc the entire Church. 

In the encyclical the Holy Father answered charges that 
devotion to the Sacred Heart is an outgrowth of naturalism and 
sentimentalism and is of little value. He emphasized that the 
devotion is sound and called it “a standard for the salvation of 
human society.”

The Priesthood: 
A. Power for Good 


W ITH the memory of so many First 
Masses throughout the country fresh in our 
mind, we can give fervent thanks to God 
for having granted us still another gen- 
eration of self-sacrificing Levites for the 
work of His ministry. 

How many times have we not been 
grateful for our priests when, miserable 
with sin and remorse, we have crept into 
the confessional, confident of a sympathetic 
reception and a renewal of God’s grace! 
One hardly knows whether to wonder 
more at the power to consecrate the Body 
of Christ or to forgive sins. For certainly 
this ministry of reconciliation is one that 
God gave neither to angels nor archangels. 


“Whose sins you shall forgive, they are 
forgiven them: and whose sins you shall 
retain, they are retained.” 

The Jews were scandalized when Jesus 
first exercised this tremendous power—a 
power so proper, so peculiar to God that 
even human pride could not make the 
mind conceive that it could be given to 
man: 

“Who can forgive sins but God alone?” 

the Jews asked. 
Who indeed! Who except men “oe 
the divine priesthood of Jesus Christ. An 
we, too, on occasion, when we see this 
power exercised by a mere man, might well 
ask ourselves—not with pharasaical scan- 
dal, but with reverent surprise at such a 
dignity: “Who is this that forgiveth sins 
also?” : 

By his preaching, the Catholic priest 
is a minister of Christ and dispenser of the 
mysteries of God in still another way. 
“Going therefore,” Christ said, “teach ye all 


nations . . . teaching them to observe all 
things whatsoever I have commanded 
you.” 


It is by means of her priests that the 
Catholic Church, the depository and in- 
fallible guardian of divine revelation, pours 
out the treasures of heavenly truth; she 
preaches Him who is “the true light which 
enlighteneth every man that cometh into 
this world”; with divine bounty she sows 
that seed,.so small and worthless in the pro- 
fane eyes of the world, but which is like the 
mustard seed of the Gospel. For within 
itself it has the power to strike root in souls, 
strong and deep, to make them like sturdy 
trees able to withstand the wildest storms. 

We see today the condition of a world 
brought nigh to chaos by muddled thought 
and infatuation with notions of false lib- 
erty. And yet, throughout it all, the Church 
stands like a lighthouse with its bright 
beam warning of every deviation to right 
or left from the way of truth, and pointing 
out the right course to salvation for all 
to see. 

How is this done if not through her 
priesthood? It is the priests who form the 
lips of the Church. To them has been en- 
trusted the conscience of mankind.

Evervsopy was a stranger to each 
other, and to Madonna House too, it might 
be, on Saturday afternoon,” Mrs. Doherty 
Says, remembering her first years in the 
school, “but by Sunday evening everybody 


was calling everybody else by their first 
names.” 


The essence of the school, she insists, is 
that it gives the hungry Catholic seeking the 
fullness of his faith all he can digest of that 
faith. And it makes him hunger more keen- 
ly for all there is to be consumed. People 
seeking God, she feels, instinctively seek 
Him in summer, during their vacations, when 
they are not harassed by the necessities of 
making a living or by worries about inse- 
curity. The Madonna House School, she be- 
lieves, brings all these people into the 
stream of liturgical life, gives them an inte- 
grated Catholic education. They partake of 
the prayer life of the community, with Mass 
and Communion every morning in the 
Immaculate Conception chapel, with Prime 
and Compline and the Rosary, with visits to 
the Blessed Sacrament, with spiritual read- 
ing, and with the public discussion of Cath- 
olic dogmas. 


The pupils are also taught the dignity 
of labor, for, while the majority of them pay 
$20 a week for board, lodging, and tuition— 
though some of the very poor pay nothing 
at all—all pitch in with the daily tasks, the 
cleaning of dishes, the weeding of the gar- 
dens, the filing of library cards, the bring- 
ing in of wood to the kitchen, the picking of 
berries in the woods or fields, and the other 
chores that Madonna House cannot afford to 
pay for. However, the work gets to be as 
much a part of the vacation as the lec- 
tures, the square dances, the sing-songs, 
the nights of sitting around the great bon 
fires at the river’s edge, the prayers in the 
chapel, and the rest of the week’s routine. 


Tue first week is always given over 
to the principles and the foundations of 
Catholic Action. 

The second is devoted to “The Mass 
lived.” 

The third has as its theme, “Mary, the 
gateway to Christ.” 

The fourth is especially dedicated to the 
laity, for it treats of sanctity in the market 
places of the world, the social principles of 
the Church applied in the daily life, the daily 
business. 

These four weeks are attended mostly 
by single men and women. But one week, 
the fifth in the season, is set aside for par- 
ents and children. Last year there were 
more than seventy children, ranging in ages 
from one year to almost eighteen. 

No place else in this hemisphere, per- 
haps, are such careful plans made for both 
parents and children. Graduate nurses and 
trained staff workers take care of the chil-

They are treated 
like infants although they are physically and mentally super- 
ior to children a decade or so past who managed very nicely 
with much stiffer assignments and greater quantities of know- 
ledge to devour. 

In high school they are usually humored with.more extra 
curricular activities than of subject matter needed to develop ' 
their talents and abilities in preparation for their future life. 
Courses are chosen which require the least effort. Grades are 
obtained without acquiring much knowledge. Freedom of ex- 
pression quite often destroys a class period’s usefulness. Ego 
displaces wisdom. Graduation Day puts them on top of the 
world, or does it? és 

College time finds them wondering what they know and 
are fitted for. Counsel helps with a decision. Then they find 
themselves in a straight jacket. At least they are very defin- 
itely told what to do, what to learn, what the anwers are, 
Reactions to ideas are discouraged. The student is squelched., 
Twelve years of delusion ends in repression of ideas, indi- 
vidual thinking and incentive to carry on. Research in know- 
ledge is stopped. 

No wonder we haven’t put out any wonderful educators 
in the iast decade! No wonder we're lacking in men and 
women of ability in all the fields of endeavor! Working back- 
wards is getting us no place fast.

Like a child, she was thrilled by her discovery. And, 
like a child, she had to talk about it. She addressed the 
Beloved Disciple. “John,” she said, “didn’t you hear this 
when you rested on His bosom?” John said that he had. 
Then, realizing that Gertrude wanted to know why he had 
written nothing about the Sacred Heart, he added that this 

€votion was to be saved until the love of the world for 
Christ had grown cold, as cold as the love of the Jews for 
the One God, in the days of Jeremias. 


Naturally, the words of St. John were not intended to 
stop devotion to the Sacred Heart. They were merely an 
explanation. So the devotion continued to grow. Here, 
then there, in another place—everywhere, men and womerf 
strengthened their devotions to the five wounds of Christ 
but ever more attention to the wounded Heart. For three 
hundred years they did this, and all the while the Heart 
stood out more and more in popular devotion. Finally it 
stood alone, honored by special prayers, praised and loved 
by great saints in Italy, France, Spain, Belgium, and even 
in Quebec, where the saintly nun, Mary of the Incarnation, 
spoke the praises of the Sacred Heart. 


oH Sister Mary died in 1672, and at this time a pulsing, 
living devotion to the Sacred Heart lay just under the sur- 
face of Christendom, ready to burst forth for everyone to 
gee. St. John Eudes, the French Apostle of devotion to the 
hearts of Jesus and Mary, wrote prayers for a new Mass in 
honor of the Sacred Heart, and composed an office for the 
breviary. On August 31, 1670, the Mass of the Sacred Heart 
lifted up to God all of its splendors of honor and devotion 
for the first time, in a seminary chapel in France. 


What had God said to Jeremias? “I will give them a 
heart to know me, that I am the Lord.” And what heart 
could that be, if not the Heart of Jesus, the Heart that, Mar- 
garet Mary Alacoque was soon to see in the hidden quiet of 
her Visitation convent? 


N OW the time was right, the world was cold enough, 
to be introduced formally to the Sacred Heart. Christ told 
that to Margaret Mary, and He made the promises that the 
whole Catholic world now knows. He asked that the feast 
of His Sacred Heart be celebrated on just the day that we 
celebrate it now (this year June 8, the second Friday of 
June). And He asked that all who love Him receive Him 
often in Holy Communion. Then Christ went away and 
came no more, unless it was to carry Margaret Mary’s soul 
to heaven in 1690. 


It would seem that all had been accomplished now, but 
this was not so. Pope Alexander VIII thought it best not 
to establish the feast of the Sacred Heart at that time. So 
thirty more years went by. Then a plague hit the city of 
Marseilles, and in fright and hope the people of the city 
turned to the Sacred Heart. They consecrated Marseilles 
to the Heart of Jesus. They worshipped that Heart publicly. 
But still-Rome held back. Finally, in the year 1765, Pope 
Clement XIII approved the feast, but only for France. 


It remained for Pope Pius IX to give the Feast of the 
Sacred Heart to the whole Church, which he did in 1865, 
just a century ago this month. At last, in 1899, Pope Leo 
XIII consecrated all mankind, Catholics, Protestants, Jews, 
and pagans to the Sacred Heart. 


Now all the world had a heart by which to know. God, 
that He is the Lord. Now all the world could see in that 
symbol of God’s love for men the flaming reality of the 
Trinity, the Incarnation, and the Redemption. Perhaps not 
everyone could understand those words, but all could see 
the Sacred Heart as a representative of love and under- 
stand that the history of God’s dealings with men has al- 
ways been and always will be a history of love.

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Tournament Time 


Ir is just about N.C.A.A. tournament time for 
the college Spring sports squads. The top collegiate 
baseballers will gather at Omaha June 7-10 for 
a double elimination tourney. The golf tournament 
will be on the Ohio State course in Columbus June 24- 
30. The tennis tourney will be from June 25 to July 1 
on the courts of Kalamazoo college in Kalamazoo, 
Mich. And the track meet will be held on the campus 
of the University of California at Berkeley, Calif., 
June 16-17. 

Don’t know too much on the first three, as re- 
gards Catholic college possibilities. But I’m sure that 
Holy Cross, the school on the hill in Worcester, Mass., 
will most likely be a contender in the baseball chase. 
And Charlie Thurn and Joe Grace, of Notre Dame, 
are dark horse candidates to win the golf title. 

But this is an Olympic year, and track is the thing. 
From the men gaining top placings in the N.C.A.A. 
track meet, at Berkeley, will come the nucleus of the 
team that will represent the United States next Fall 
at Melbourne, Australia. Of course, there still is the 
matter of placing in the final Olympic tryouts in July. 
But most of those who do well in the N.C.A.A. meet 
will make the long trip “down under.” 


(5 £orGE SYDOR, Villanova, is a possibility in 
the 100 and 200 meter dashes, in the Olympics. In 
the N.C.A.A. meet, however, he will be competing in 
the 100 and 200 yard dash events. If this sounds con- 
fusing, just allow for the fact that the Olympic com- 
mittee, and most of the nations of the world, follow 
the metric system, while we still use yards. For ex- 
ample, in the Olympics the mile is the 1500-meter 
race. It is a little bit less than a mile, but it is general- 
ly referred to as the “metric mile.” 

To get back to Sydor. The Villanova sprinter has 
done :09.5 in the 100 (yards, that is), and :20.9 in 
oie ope so he should be there or thereabouts in both 
the N.C.A.A. meet and the final Olympic tryouts. 


Tom Courtney, former Fordham runner, who now 
travels under the colors of the New York Athletic 
Club, is an 800-meter possibility. All through his 
military career, he did as much running as possible. 
He is in good shape. If he turns in one of his top ef- 
forts, in the final tryouts, the youthful Mr. Courtney is 
going to make that trip to Australia. 

Ron Delaney, of Villanova, will be one of the fa- 
vorites in the N.C.A.A. mile. However, switching 
the topic to the Olympic 1500-meter run, Delaney will 
be at Melbourne but not in a U.S.A. uniform. He will 
be running for his native country of Ireland. Fred 
Dwyer, former Villanovan, now in the service, is an 
Olympic possibility at both the 1500 and 5000 meter 
distances. 


] SUPPOSE it has happened, mut I cannot recall 
of any man being an Olympic participant in two 
sports. Just the same, Bull Scant, of the University 
of San Francisco, may do just that. The two-time All 
American basketball star has already been picked for 
the U. S. cage team. And he is also a distinct possibil- 
ity to represent us in the high jump. . Russell has 
cleared 6 feet 914 inches this spring. Bernie Allard, 
Notre Dame, has gone over the bar at 6 feet 8*s inches. 

It almost seems as though this is a Villanova col- 
umn. Because now I want to mention Den Bragg, the 
star pole vaulter from the Philadelphia school. Bragg 
has gone over 14 feet 9 inches, and this is the third 
best height to be reached by any vaulter this Spring, 
including the non-collegians. 


Al Cantell, whom I believe used to compete for 
La Salle college,.now represents a pretty fair outfit, 
the United States Marines. He has tossed the javelin 
232 feet 6 inches this year. And while this has been 
bested by 10 others, Cantell still has to be considered 
among the country’s best at this event.

He explained the efforts and 
costs borne by the networks in maintaining 
their Continuity Acceptance departments 
for pre-broadcast screening of objectionable 
matter, and read a few excerpts eliminated 
from recent radio scripts, 


Jolly, scholarly Riley Hughes of 
Georgetown Univ., reviewer, author and 
editor, discussed the problem in relation to 
books. Remarking on the increasing num- 
bers of books available from today’s high- 
speed presses, he explained that modern 
developments in printing have given us 
more good books than ever—and more poor 
ones; all at low cost. “Reviewers today often 
engage in ‘sigh-of-relief’ reviewing—the 
“‘Thank-Heavens-at-least-it’s-clean’ school 
of thought. It’s a type of book we too often 
praise, It's harmless—except intellectually. 
While nobody’s harmed—still, nobody’s 
helpéd!”” He remarked that while up till 
ten years ago hard-cover books were con- 
sidered best-sellers if they sold five to ten 
thousand copies, they now flip off the 
presses in pocket editions for sales upwards 
to 200,000, increasing both the opportunity 
for good and for harm. 


Soft-spoken Fr. Hugh Noonan, O.F.M. 
(he directs the Hour of St. Francis) blasted 
the TV Code because of its lack of teeth. 
No enforcement of this nicely- worded but 
ineffectual document has made the situa- 
tion dangerous: ‘625 objections were made 
to the board and not one penalty was lev- 
ied.” The Franciscan TV Director later ex- 
plained: “We don’t legislate for the ‘good 
guys, we legislate for the ‘bad guys’— 
they’re the ones who need it.” 

Msgr. Thomas Fitzgerald (no relation) 
discussed the problems facing his National 
Organization for Decent Literature in its 
attempts to eliminate smut from the news- 
stands—the various smoke-screens thrown 
up to confuse people into believing that the 
group were “book-burners” and intolerant 
of artistic truth etc. To rile up the listening 
editors into ‘realizing some of the matter 
anyone’s kid can pick up for 25c, he read 
a few passages from one of the cruddy 
little pocketbooks available to practically 
everyone everywhere for low cost. He dis- 
cussed the improvement in comic books 
since the Comics Code Authority, under 
Judge Murphy, helped to clamp down with 
the ever-effective weapon of aroused public 
opinion. 


"T uere were many more names; 
many more happenings—perhaps much 
more important than the impressions I re- 
call. But the news releases covered these 
happenings. My impressions were almost 
all good ones. I watched priests, nuns and 
laymen rip into the problems and faults of 
their own publications with more fierceness 
than their readers would think of doing. 
There was good honest criticism and many 
departments that deserved praise for the 
excellent ways in which they combined 
their know-how and bitty-budget to pro- 
duce an interesting, pleasing and readable 
publication of high calibre. | 

The greatest part of the convention, to 
me, was meeting men whose work is un- 
known to most, appreciated by few and un- 
sung by all—the clergy and laymen who 
make up the Catholic Press. Watching 
their efforts, it was hard to sympathize 
with religious superiors who don’t under- 
stand their mission, pastors who don’t co- 
operate in supporting their efforts, and 
Catholics who “just don’t read.” . 

But these people seemed to know their 
problems, and how, with patience, time, 
effort and your support, they could be mas- 
tered. Maybe another day, another year 
and another city will see them solved.

| “When I read your 
family was moving 
to Cuba,” she wrote, 
“I thought, ‘Wish I 
tould tell them to 
settle in San Miguel 
—but they won't. 
Like other Ameri- 
cans, they will lo- 
cate in Havana’: and 
then I forgot about it. 

“Then when my eyes caught the 
cap heading of another column. 
‘Quiet, Mountain Village’ before I 
even looked into the bed of the col- 
umn, I cried aloud, ‘San Miguel!” 

“Oh, how I envy you! Please do 
look up to the shrine on top of EI 
Jacan and say a prayer for me. You 
like Lourdes—but give me first 
Heaven and next, please, Lord, give 
me San.Miguel, would be my prayer.” 

One of the first things I did on 
arriving at San Miguel was to climb 
the Way of the Cross to the peak of 
El Jacan with a prayer for the inten- 
tions of all Our SUNDAY VISITOR 
readers and particularly those who 
had written us over the years. 

I think there will be many. who 
will some day feel as Lois Thompson 
feels about San Miguel. There is a 
quietness about its beauty, there is a 
challenge to prayer constantly before 
you in the Way of the Cross that rises 
above the city on the mountain. Cer- 
tainly eventually it will be a place 
that many will visit. | 

But Lois Thompson has a special 
reason to remember it for she was a 
Protestant when she came and here 
and at Varadero she began her jour- 
ney to faith. I don’t want to tell that 
story here, it is such a beautiful story 
that I think she ought to write it espe- 
cially for Our SUNDAY VISITOR some 
day. But here and at Varadero she 
began her way to the day of her bap- 
tism not yet two years ago. 

Incidentally, Lois Thompson used 
to live at Midland, Texas, and it was at 
the Methodist church in that city that 
I gave one of my last sermons as a 
Protestant minister before I became a 
Catholic. 


T were are many things wrong 
with dictatorships but one of the 
things wrong is that dictators aren't 
wise in handling people.

Now quite aside from the moral- 
ity of curbing the freedom of press, 
this is unwise.

You hear now that more than 100 
were killed, that there was a mass 
slaughtering of people, that the dead 
were tossed into unmarked graves 
immediately and the families never 
notified.

The truth, properly handled, 
could have turned the sympathy of 
the public to the government. After 
all, the revolutionaries were trying to 
kill the soldiers indiscriminately. But 
by strong arming the public, by 
shutting off all news, the government 
has succeeded in alienating the people 
and everywhere you hear anti-gov- 
ernment talk. 

Happily, I’m not involved in the 
quarrels in this country. I’m mighty 
happy that in our country the Demo- 
crats and Republicans just call each 
other names. But those who seem to 
know say that Batista is better than 
many of the presidents that they’ve 
had here. It is too bad that he doesn’t 
realize that if you don’t let the people 
have the truth then they’ll make up 
fibs that are worse than the truth 
could ever be. 

Incidentally, under the rules now 
in force in Cuba, this column is prob- 
ably out of order and I suppose I! 
could be invited out of the country 
for writing it. What’s more since the 
mails are now subject to censorship, 
it could have been stopped from ever 
reaching the United States. 

But it isn’t likely that this would 
happen because I’m not criticizing: the 
government and the last thing I want 
is more killing and shooting. It is just 
that it seems so doggone silly to have 
newspapers filled with everything but 
what everyone is talking about and 
then to realize that without the facts 
reported freely, the talk of people 
goes runaway and the whole thing is 
magnified beyond what it probably 
really was. 


Ox of the reasons we chose 
Cuba rather than Mexico was that we 
knew there could be reasons that we'd 
have to return briefly to the United 
States now and then and it would be 
easier to reach our part of the U.S. 
from Cuba. 


One of those occasions has ar- 
rived and by the time: you read this 
we'll be back in the States for a couple 
of weeks.
